Tae number of letters which we have received re- 
specting the operation and working of “ Registry 
Journals,” or “* Black Lists,” prove to demonstration 
that black mail to an enormous amount is annually 
levied off the traders of Dublin, and of the more 
important towns in Ireland. There are, it appears, 
no less than five different agencies at work, each de- 
manding from five to two guineas yearly as the 
price, not only of information, but of siJence. The 
managers and spies of these different societies are 
unseen. No one is visible but the recipient of the 
cash. You cannot bring an action for defamation 
against those whose very names are unknown. A 
name may, indeed, be put forward ; some hand is 
needed to close upon the money; but it is merely 
as “Secretary of a Journal.” You have no security 


mation which may be given you in return for your 
three or your five guineas yearly. As far as any 
guarantee is concerned, these societies closely re- 
semble the benevolent advertisers who offer to teach 
you how to earn two guineas a week, on payment of 
two shillings and six pence worth of postage stamps. 
They are in the dark, and work in the dark, but 
your money payment is a tangible thing. If you 
are misled, if the information be unfounded, what 
responsible person have you, or the “ marked” in- 
dividual before you, whom you can call to account ? 
No one but a “Secretary ;"’ who, of course, is, or 
pretends to be, the agent for others, who, from the 
nature of their occupation, choose to be unseen. 


Suppose you have had dealings with another, and 
suppose you receive intimation from some member of 
this secret council that a judgment, it may be for 
his daughter's marriage portion,—or a decree, it may 
be justly or unjustly, has been passed against him. 
What are you to do? Should you persist in giving 
him credit, then your three guineas have been paid 
in vain, and this famous registry is nugatory. Should 
you refuse him credit, what reasqn will you allege, 
or what authority will you produce? You are like 
all others who act upon anonyfious information. 
You cannot, if you dare, give your authority, for 
these black-mail societies bind you, by a ribbon- 
man’s bond, never to betray the source of your-.in- 
formation. An upright and solvent man may be 
deeply injured by you; while you, who are 
made the tool of others, cannot name the au- 
thority which has such an influence upon your 
conduct. 

But you cannot possibly get all the information 
you require to guide you through these confederates. 
We have ascertained that since this system has been 
introduced into our city, there has been an enormous 
increase in a particular line of business carried on by 
attorneys and usurers. An attorney will grant a loan 
of money to a elient,and will not think ‘it necessary 
to register the judgment or warrant. A bill dis- 
counter will charge twenty-five or fifty per cent. on 
condition that the bill does not pass out of his hands, 
or that he will renew it on payment of the interest. 
These unseen conspirators against character drive 
our poorer trades to this, and thus create the insel- 
vency against which they profess to warn. 

The law never contemplated anything like this 
underhand method of extortion. The law said, clearly 
and wisely, “ Let every judgment, charge, or ineum- 
brance be registered, and let every man .who wishes 
to inquire into the solvency of a particular individual 
do so on payment of a nominal sum.” Here is se- 
curity enough. Ifa man’s dealings with you be soim- 


to pay one shilling and twopence, for which you will 


receive information from the Crown officers them- 
selves.

The shortest and most effectual method to cut at 
the root of this system of espionage is to address 
the Lord Chancellor upon the subject. He can 


| hardly be aware of the taxation imposed upon the 


citizens of Dublin by the laxity of his subordinates. 
If he, too, turn a deaf ear to complaint, an appeal lies 
to the House of Commons. They never intended that 
any measure for the registration of judgment should 
become a source of wealth to a secret tribunal, which 
may publish what it pleases, and suppress what it 
pleases too. It is easy to petition Parliament ; all that 
is asked for is, “ that any person seeking information 
should sign a certificate that that information 
is not intended for publication.” If the Legisla- 
ture think, which we believe to be impossible, 
that such information is for the benefit of trade, 
we require that it should be given directly by 
theCrown authorities, and by a responsible authority--- 
one who will not conceal the embarrassments of any 
individual, provided he submit to be mulcted of a few 


guineas a-year. 


We need no apology for directing attention to the 
appeal from the managing committee of the 
Molyneux Asylam which appears in our columns. 
Of all charities, that which undertakes to cheer and 
teach the blind is the one most calculated to win our 
sympathies. Shut out from all share in a beautiful 
creation, they must turn in upon their own me- 
lancholy thoughts, unless care be taken to instruct 
them. The people of Dublin well know how ad- 
mirably the Molyneux Asylum has been hitherto ma- 
naged. It is a touching and practical proof of w at 
can be done for the blind, that the entire music, 
vocal and instrumental, of the Church Service, so 
well performed in the Asylum, is entrusted solely to 
the blind. The effect of religious teaching has been 
to increase the congregation to such a degree, that t he 
Chapel, originally intended for a theatre, is incapable 
(of giving anything like. sufficient acconimodation. 
The Asylum itself affords room for but thirty blind 
inmates. At the last election, only two could be ad- 
mitted for want of room, out of forty appli- 
cants, sixteen of whom were orphans, and 
twenty-five were almost without the means 
of sustenance. The neighbourhood, too, has sadly 
deteriorated. Bone-yards, factories, and lodging- 
houses have taken the place of the affluent houses 
which once flourished in this locality, and it only 
needs a visit to perceive that the malaria arising 
from these densely-crowded alleys must be prejudicial 
to the health of the inmates. As usual, the Ro- 
manists have copied Protestant institutions, and, as 
usual, have placed them in the best portions of the 
city. They have recently fitted up the Portobello 
' Hotel as an Asylum for the Blind, and as they com- 
pass sea and land to make one proselyte, there is 
fear lest blind leaders of the blind may seduce some 
of those whose calamity leads them to trust on 
others, if greater provision be not made for them in 
Protestant asylums. 

It is proposed, then, to remove the institution to the 
fine air and open grounds of Upper Leeson-street, 
and to increase the accommodation so as to admit 
sixty inmates. A Church, also, is to be erected, 
which, if the plan be carried out, will be ane of the 
most beautiful among the architectural ornaments 
of Dublin. The old chapel will still be devoted to 
Christian purposes. It is to be secured as a Free 
Church for the Protestant operatives of the neigh- 
bourheod. 

As we said the dther day, it is the pride and glory 
of the Church Establishment, that her people yield 
to none in the liberality of their voluntary contri- 
butions. The long list of subscriptions is a test of 
Christian benevolence, as the names of the donors are 
a guarantee for the excellence of the institution. 
Liberal as these contributions are, a large sum is 
yet needed to carry out the plan completely, and we 
heartily recommend the cause of the charity to those 
who sympathise with those poor beings whom Provi- 
dence has shut out from the enjoyment of all that is 
bright and lovely in this world.

Mr. ‘Bruce went out to China in the charac:o, w 
her Majesty's» Envoy Extraordinary and Minis, 
Plenipotentiary in March of this present year, ex. 
y charged to exchange at Pekin the ratifies. 
tions of the treaty of Tien-tsin. The British Go. 
vernment, as clearly appears from Lord Malmes. 
bury’s despatch, fully expected that every device wou)4 
be employed to throw obstacles in the way of the 
Envoy’s arrival at Pekin, but does not appear to haye 
apprehended that his advance would be resisted with 
violence. The route by which he was to advance to the 
capital was prescribed to him. He was to proceed ty 
the mouth of the Peiho with “a sufficient nava! fr.” 
and he was told it was desirable that he should reach Tin. 
tsin in a British ship of war, unless any untorescey cir. 
cumstances should appear to make another arrangemeyt 
desirable. 

Mr. Bruce found on his arrival at Hong kone that the 
Chinese Commissioners, who had been uryed by the 
British authorities in China to hasten to Pekin and make 
preparations for the reception of our Envoy in the capi. 
tal, lingered suspiciously in the neighbourhood o! 
Shanghai. In a conference held between Mr. Bruce. 
General Straubenzee, and Rear-Admiral Hope, at Hong. 
kong, in April last, it was agreed that the Chinese 
would not concede the objects of the mission with. 
out a powerful demonstration of force at the mouth 
of the Peiho River; and Rear-Admiral Hope then 
stated that his instructions contemplated the 
escort of the Minister by an “imposing force” 
Arrived at Shanghai, the Envoy found three letters trom 
the Chinese Commissioners. The latter proposed thar 
Mr. Bruce, instead of going to the north, should remain 
at Shanghai, and discuss with them various details 
connected with the execution of the Treaty. [t was 
now the l4thof June, and the exchange of ra! fications 
was to take place, according to the terms of the Treaty on 
the 26th of the same month. ‘The contents and obyious 
drift of the letters were not such as to make delay de 
sirable. The Cmmissioners fixed on three important 
points of the Treaty, and endeavoured to obtain the ae- 
quiescence of the Envoy in an interpretation which 
would have rendered the instrument, the only fruit of 
the war, all but worthless. Admission into Pekin had 
been stipulated as a positive right, to be exercised abso- 
lutely at the discretion of the British Government 
The Commissioners, on the other hand, maintained that 
the visit to Pekin on this occasion to exchange courte 
sies and treaties was exceptional, and that when it was

over there was to be no permanent residence 
in the capital, but some cther place was to

Other dilatory and trivial objections to the advance of 
the Envoy were raised. An exchenge of treaties, he 
was informed, was a grave matter, not to be hurried 
ever. If Mr. Bruce took the direct route he would ar- 
rive at Tien-tsin before the Commissioners, fur it was 
their bounden duty to travel by the land route, which 
would take them two months. ‘They would be sorry te 
keep him waiting so long at Tien-tsin, where t'ie heat 


is excessive ; and they strongly recommend: | iim to 
wait patiently at Shanghai, and talk over matters at 
leisure. 

Mr. Bruce refused to be the dupe of these clu:isy « 
vices. He briefly replied that, so far as depended on 


him, no stipulation of the Treaty should be violated; that, 
as the ‘Treaty admitted of no alteration or modification 
he could not allow the period fixed for the exchange to 
be made dependent on arrangements for carrying its 
details, into execution. He would proceed to Pekin 
without delay ; he warned Kwe liang that he shoul in- 
sist on a reception befitting the dignity of the nation he 
represented. 

Three days having been suffered by the Commission- 
ers to expire without any notice taken of this commun 
cation, Mr. Bruce upon deliberation came to the con- 


clusion that, regre table as were the difficulties that 
might arise, hecould not depart from the programme he 
had laid down on his arrival at Shanghai without en- 
couraging the Chinese Government in the hope that they 


might still succeed in giving a degrading character to 
his mission. Ile, therefore, instructed Admiral [lope to 
proceed ta the mouths of the Peiho, notify the approach - 
of the Ministers of England and France to the commen 
der of the forts, and inquire whether orders had been 
given to facilitate their progress to ‘Tien-tsin 

Admiral Hope, proceeding to the Takoo forts in the 
execution of his instructions, was wnable to place him- 


self in communication with any authorities. A rabble 
came down to the bank, and opposed an attempt made 
to land; a communication to the Governor of Ticn-tsia 


was nevertheless placed in the har ds of the most respon- 
sible person who could be found, and the result was 
patiently awaited from the 17th tothe 24th. Had the 
Chinese Government kept faith, the orders of the 
Emperor might have reached tne ‘lakov forts on the 
20th. Had an officer arrived between that daie 
and the 25th, hostilities might have been averted

MUSEUM OF IRISH INDUSTRY, STEPHEN’S- 
GREEN. 

The session of the above institution was opened last 
evening, in the spacious theatre of the institution. 

Sir Robert Kane, .M.D., tor of the Museum, de- 
livered an opening address, on the History of the Manu- 
factures in Glass and Enamels. There was a crowded 
attendance of ladies and gentlemen. Amongst those 
present were the following :---J. B. Jukes, Msq., Pro- 
fessor of Geology ; Prefessor Greene, Dr. Bagot, Dr. H.

Sir Robert Kane, on coming forward, was received with 
loud applause. He commenced by stating that, at the 
termination of the last session, when the examinations 
were about to conclude, he did himself the honour of 
waiting upon his Excellency the Earl of Eglinton, with 
the view of obtaining the favour of his Excellency’s pre- 
sence at the distribution of premiums,in the same manner 
in which he so kindly ormed that duty on previous 
occasions. His Excellency was pleased to explain to 
him that he was about to leave Ireland, or that other- 
wise he would be most gratified to take part in what he 
was pleased to term so important a duty as that of con- 
ferring premiums at the annual examinations at that 
inetitution. His*Excellency also intimated that he 
would be happy to explain to his successor 
in office that he left the discharge of that important 
duty to his care. He (Sir R. Kane) also did himself 
the honour of expressing to Lord Carlisle the wish of the 
Earl of Eglinton, and, with that urbanity and kindness 
that characterised the present Lord Lieutenant, he ex- 
pressed his great anxiety to preside at the distribution 
of premiums, and give to the institution additional 
prestige and importance ; however, ewing to the many 
pressing affairs of State, and occupations which neces- 
sarily encroached so much upon the time of one in his 
Excellency’s position, it was impossible for him to 
arrange to confer the prizes at the period necessary for 
the opening of the session. His Excellency, however, 
was p to arrange that he would preside at 
the conferring of the prizes on the 20th October 
next. As the suspending of the opening of the lectures 
delivered at the institution during each session to that 
day might too much on the time for study, 
and inconvenience the students, it became his duty to 
formally commence the business of the session by deli - 
vering an opening address. When his Excellency 
il be present on that day fortnight, it would be ne- 
cessary to enter into an explanation as to the progress 
they had made during the iast session, and of the ar- 
ran ta which they had made for securing progress 
during the ensuing session. For the present he would 
confine himself to directing their attention to some of 
the remarkable features connected with glass and 


of the art. He would under 
their notice the principal historical s through 
which the manufacture of glass passed, 


by the lecturer in that department of science. He would 
but touch, in a general way, on those subjects, and direct 
their attention to the , and, as it were, the litera- 
The history of the manufacture of glass, 
in an industrial point of view, was immediately connected 


with porcelain and earthenware. Generally ing, 
the pri distinction between glass and por con- 
sisted in the clay of which they were manufactured. 


The chief elements in the composition of glass, as were 
generally well known, were silica and alkaline, and, in 
certain 
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useful for optical purposes, 
ó Le: red and white. Metallic go 
was employed the production of purple glass ; silve! 
for á ows, but thanganese formed much of th 
purple glass which was commonly in use. Th 
learned lecturer then exhibited some beautitu 
specimens of this kind of glass, some of which were ma 
nufactured in Dublin, and pointed out their severa 
iarities, after which he passed to the histo 
branch of the subject. He said it was a remarkable 
that the manufacture of glass had attained a degree 
perfection among the earliest nations which coul 
with difficulty be equalled at the present day, eve 
in the highest walks ofthe art. The origin of i 
however, like that of most ofthe other arts, was mythi 
and wrapt up in fable and legend. ft was a subj 
of dispute among writers whether the Tyrians 
Hebrews were the inventors of the art. B 
whoever had the best claim to the honour, there 
be little doubt that the art originated in accident. Ij. 
might have been, as was asserted by some authors, th 
Phenician voyagers, while using a fire upon the 
coast to boil some vessel, had melted the sand unde 
neath it, and converted it into lumps of coarse glass; 
or that the Hebrews, in burning down some t 
of the forests, had accidentally melted some sand-ston 
and thus produced coarse glass in a similar manner. I 
was only worth mentioning this «'rcumstance, howeve 
to show the antiquity of this art; fir there could be n 
doubt whatever that it flourished am. g the Egyptian 
several thousand years before the Ciiristian era, and i 
was equally certain that among the Romans, at th 
commencement of the t era, it had reached a d 
of perfeetion and excellence, both as regarded duratio 
and material, which it would be very difficult to surpass at 
the present day. For example, he would mention that 
they not only had in common use glasses of various 
colours, and made in several layers, but alsoan extremely 
beautiful kind, made by laying on the vessel a sheet of 
gold leaf, and then putting over that another sheet of 
glass,which was now imitated very imperfectly in England 
and France. In the museum of the institution — 
were some specimens of ancient manufacture; thoug 
they were but few, they were however sufficient to show 
the excellence to which the art had been brought. The 
Venetian glass, with the excellence of which most there 
were familiar, was composed of the same materials, and 
manufactured nearly as the Bohemian glass, or as 
the finest sorts of plate glass now in use. This 
glass was colourless and hard, and did not contain 
any lead. So much importance was attached to 
this manufacture that an island lying outside the 
city of Venice was devoted especially to it. All 
the glass manufacturers were declared to be 
ennobled, and allowed to intermarry with the patrician 
families—-a privilege which, at the time, was not granted 
to the highest nobility of other countries. There was a 
book, too, called the Golden Book, in which the names of 
the master glass manufacturers were recorded, and it 
was an ordinary sight to witness the manufacturer 
proceeding to his glass-house in his sumptuous robes 
which he there laid aside, and, having put on his working 
clothes, took up his blow-pipe and the other instru- 
ments of his art. This privilege, however, was not un- 
attended with some drawbacks, for the bighest penalties 
were inflicted upon the slightest disclosure of the secrets 
of the trade, either as regarded the material or the 
process of manufacture. Moreover, the glassmakers 
were prohibited, under the severest penalties, from 
travelling into foreign countries, and when they hap- 
pened to do so emissaries were sent after them, and 
means were frequently taken to despatch them secretly. 
The learned lecturer then described the manner in 
which the Venetians —. the several varieties of 
opaque glasses, and filigree and frosted_ patterns, for 
which they were so noted, and which they carried to 
the greatest perfection. He then passed to the second 
branch of his address—namely, the consideration 
of enamels, which he said were one of the earliest 
branches of the glass manufacture. It appears to have 
originated in the east and to have been devoted, as most 
of the arts were at that early period, to ecclesiastical 
purposes. After some general and very interesting re- 
marks upon this part of his subject, the learned gentle- 
man concluded his address by stating that he intended 
to return to it on another evening, when he would allude 
more particularly to the Oriental school of the art, and 
make some observations upon the industrial appre- | 
ciation of it.

Sir,—I have received and laid before the Queen your 
despatches of the 30th of May, Istand 14th of June, and 
5th, 13th, and 15th of July, the first -three giving an ac- 
count of your proceedings up to the time of your depar- 
ture from Shanghai for the mouth of the Peilw, and the 
last three containing a report of the events which occurred 
on your arrival off the Peiho, and of your subsequent re- 
turn to Shanghai. i 
The eveuts of the first period are clear and free from 
all obscurity, and Lam happy to convey te you her Ma- 
jesty’s entire approval of your communications with the 
Chinese commissioners, and of the firmness with which 
you resisted their attempts to dissuade you from insist- 
ing upon the strict fulfilment of the stipulations of the 
Treaty of ‘Ticnt-sin. ‘That treaty provided for the ex- 
change. of ratifications at Pekin on a day not later than 
the 26th of June of the present year, a time so nearly 
at hand as not to admit of any further delay. 
You were enjoined by the instructions given you by 
the Earl of Malmesbury, on your departure from Eng- 
land, to insist upon being received at Pekin, and to refuse 
to exchange ratifications at any other place. You were 
further informed that it might be advisable before your 
departure from Shanghai to send anintimation to Pekin 
of your approach, and to request that suitable arrange- 
ments might be made fur your honourable reception at the 
mouth of the Peiho, and at Tient-sin, and for your jour- 
ney from that place to Pekin. You were informed that 
the Admiral in command of her Majesty’s naval forces 
in China had been directed to send up with you to the 
mouth of the Peiho a sufficient naval force, and you were 
instructed that unless any unforeseen circumstances 
should appear to make another arrangement more ad- 
visable, it would seem desirable that you should reach 
Teint-sin in a British ship-of-war. 
Your conduct, therefore, in insisting upon being re- 
ceived at Pekin, and in proceeding to the mouth of the 
Peiho, was in strict contormity with your instructions. 
Upon arriving at the mouth of the Peiho, you were 
placed in circumstances of great difficulty, in selecting 
the course you were to pursue, you were obliged to found 
that course mainly upon presumptive evidence. 
In these circumstances you had to weigh contin- 
gencies upon which no safe calculation could be made. 
I can only say, therefore, that her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, without being able in the present state of their 
information to judge precisely what measures it might 
have been most advisable for you to adopt at the mo- 
ment, see nothing in the decision you took to diminish 
the confidence which they repose in you. 
Her Majesty deeply regrets the loss of life which at- 
tended the gallant though unsuccessful efforts of the 
British and French forces to clear the passage of the

Dr. King AND THE FRANKLIN Party.---The medical 
officers who have accompanied those Arctic expeditions 
which have so greatly glorified the name of English sea- 


distinguished for the intelligent contributions, embody - 
ing the results of the voyages which they have offered to 
theliterary and scientific world. Among the most distin- 
guished of Arctic medical officers is Dr. King, whose 
published works have attested equally his zealous de- 
votion to the great Arctic question and his intimate 
acquaintance with the geographical and meteorological 
relations of this terra incognita. When the continued 
absence of the Franklin party first excited the fears 
of English seamen, and became the subject of com- 
ment among the savans, Dr. King discussed with 
great minuteness and ingenuity the probability of Sir 
John having taken one of the general routes open to 
him, and maintained that he must evidently have taken 
the route towards the Great ish River. These views 
Dr. King again and again brought before the attention of 
the Admiralty, and volunteered t conduct an expedition 
in the presumed route of the ill-fated party, which 
might have been arranged with ease and at little cost 
At the very time that he was pressing his offer upon the 
Government, Sir John Franklin and his devoted follow- 
ers were traversing that path and pursuing the very 
course Which he marked out. The reasons which Dr. 
King adduced were fully, stated, and so powerful was 
their united bearing, that one would imagine that only 
a foregone acquaintance with other facts not known to 
Dr. King could have justified the refusal on the part of 
the authorities to entertain his proposition. It now ap- 
pears that they were not in possession of any such facts, 
and the motives which o ted to prevent them from 
allowing Dr. King to follow up the traces of those brave 
and devoted men are as mysterious as that refusal has 
been disastrous and deplorable.— Lancet.

THE REVIVAL MOVEMENT. 

The Rev. Maurice F. Day, the esteemed : 
of St. Matthias' Church, Dublin, having made a tour in 
the North; has written to the Christian Examiner a letter 
from which we reprint the following paragraphs :— 

CHANGRS IN THE CHARACTER OF INDIVIDUALS. 

There were some striking instances which I met with 
of changes wrought in the character of individuals. One 
man, whom the minister of his parish pointed out to me 
as one of the mast degraded characters in the place, who 
uséd to drink all his earnings, and leave his family in 
misery, came forward, walking with his wi‘e, and his face 
shone with delight while he spoke of the ere which 
he felt, andof the peace which reigned their little 
habitation. In another parish I was shown by 
the rector an old man walking in his field, 
who, he said, a little time ago, was utterly ungodly, a 
blasphemer, and so violerit in temper that none could 
speak to him. When we joined his company, he spoke 
to us ina kind and humble manner; and when the 
change which had taken place in him was referred to, 
he spoke of himself as a sinner with deep humiliation, 
but of the forgiveness which he had received through 
the Lord Jesus. A young tradesman, whose character 
had been somewhat of the same kind, but now entirely 
altered, gave me as the principle from which his new 
life proceeded, that he loved the Lord Jesus Christ 
because he believed that Christ had first loved him. 
And a man who, when returning crunk from fairs, 
used to shout aloud in execration against the Pope and 
his adherents, said to me, “ Sir, I used to curse Roman 
Catholics, and hate them; but now I love them from 
the bottom of my heart, and desire only to do them 
good.” 


IMPROVEMENT IN SOCIETY. 

The change in the face of society in general, as far as 
the humbler class of Protestants is concerned, is very 
great. There is not only a vastly increased attendance 
at the services on the Lord’s Day, with a doubling of 
the number of communicants in many churches, but 
there are prayer meetings held on week days, in some 
places every day, which are attended not merely by those 
who have nothing] else to do, but by busy traders and 
poor working men, who assemble in crowds during part 
of the hours allotted them for breakfast, or, in some cases, 
at the close of a day of toilsome labour. Someof those 
prayer meetingscould not but strike any one whoentered 
them with a deep and quite solemnity pervading the peo- 
ple who were assembled, Besides these, there are large 
classes formed by the minister in many places, for the 
religious instruction of those who have been lately 
awakened, and apparently converted. They consist, in 
some cases, of men, chiefly young men. I have heard 
of another of forty, and another of sixty ; in each case, 
under the superintendence of a Church of England 
minister. In some cases they consist of very poor and 
ignorant young men, the greater number of whom had 
been utterly careless about religion, but are now anxious 
to be instructed out of the Scriptures. As far as 
[I could learn, wherever ministers of religion throw the:n- 
selves heartily into the wants of the occasion, and afford 
opportunities of united worship and spiritual instruction 
to the newly-awakened, ao far from being drawn off 
from the ordinaz:ces and ministry, they value both more 
than ever. There may be exceptions to this, and of 
course there are local difficulties which will sometimes 
stand inthe way; but I give the general impressien 
produced on my mind, both by what I heard of and what 
Í came in contact with. 

The moral change in the Protestant population seems 
to keep pace with the religious movement. Drunken- 
ness has almost entirely disappeared from among them. 
I understand that the collector of revenue in one dis- 
trict---not a very large one, has stated that the con- 
sumption of spirits within his boundary has fallen off 
at the rate of £600 per month. The testimony of all 
whom I met was to the same effect. Rioting and ill- 
conduct in the small towns have also passed away. I 
myself visited one evening, after dark, the puablic-houses 
of a once very drunken town, and tound them empty of 
customers. Quietness and peace have entered into 
neighbourhoods which before were torn with party 
strife. A gentleman who is in the habit of examining 
witnesses in the sessions’ courts told me of the great 
change which he observed in the manner of taking an 
oath, and the cautious way in which testimony is now 
given, lest anything should be stated dmiss. A friend 
observed to me, that even petty thefts of fruit from 
orchards and gardens which he used to be aware of 
are now not known; and the churchwardens of a 
country parish have remarked poor people, whom 
they never knew to contribute before, now dropping 
their pence and halfpence into the alms-box. 

THE INSTRUMENT OF THIS CHANGE. 

I would add a word as to the means through which 
this faith has been produced. I said at the begin ning, I 
heard from many persons that, in their opinion, the 
most satisfactory cases of apparent conversion of heart 
are where the bodily heaith was little or not at all affected. 
This was ascribed by. one intelligent Presbyterian 
minister tothe fact, that those who had their minds 
store previously with Scripture truth had this to falt 
back upon in the hour of strong emotion asan objecl 
for their thoughts, and so did not yield to the same 
bodily sensations as others-whose minds were not thus 
The working of the mind upon the truth of 
the Gospel, through the power of the Spirit 6f God, was 
thas considered the cause which led to their subsequent 


satisfactory state. But even in the case of those who 
had been actually smitten down, I found, as I before 
stated, that what they now rested on with comfort was 
not the stroke which they had e

Henry Grass was examined, and deposed that on the 
27th September last he went into a lottery shop, 73, 
Dame-street, kept by Costelloe ; the traversers were 
disputing with some parties in the shop about the game, 
and witness and a friend that was with him expressed 
an opinion that a man who was after taking a draw 
was entitled to an article which he claimed as having 
won; Shortall inquired fromm witness what was the 
matter, and what he wanted there; wituess re- 
plied that he was there to take a draw if he 
wished to do so; Shortall then called Costellve, 
the other traverser,w ho presented a lottery box to witness, 
telling him to take his chance at the lottery at once ; 
witness declined to do so, and Shortall then struck him 
on the chest and eye, and while he had hold of him 
Costelloe madetwo or three stabs at witness with a large 
knife, none of which took effect ; witness was perfectly 
sober at the time of the occurrence. 

Edward Donnelly gave evidence to the same effect. 

A man who was present in the shop at the time of the 
occurrence deposed that the traverser Costelloe made 
three attempts to stab Grass, and if ‘vitness had not 
caught hold of his arm when he made the last stab 
Mr. Grass would have received the blow on the back. 

Costelloe in defence, alleged that he had no intention 
of stabbing, but merely raised the knife ‘in the heat of 
passion. He was willing to pay a sum of £3 to pro- 
secutor. 


The case was not pressed further, and the traversers | 


were bound over, each in a sum of £20, to keep the 
peace. 

Mary Leary was indicted, for having on the 15th Au- 
gust last, inflicted grievous bodily harm on Anne hus- 
sell, at Boyne-street. 

Prosecutrix, it appeared, had a son in the 
Militia Artillery, and the traverser was con- 
stantly reviling the artillery-men, and alleging they 
were no soldiers ; prosecutrix said there was no use in 
cursing the men, and walked off; the next occasion on 
which the traverser saw her, prosecutrix alleged the
